Pope Pius XII-—drawing a

We often have a gentle dig at 
Civil Servants because many 
of them are very funny per- 
sons, But there is never any- 
thing: of malice in it, certainly 
not of the kind which normal- 
ly might be calculated to pro: 
duce that type of spirit, in re- 
lations between the Press and 
hich Government officials, 
which created so much as- 
tonishment at Basalt Island 
Tat week, 

Happily the attitude adopt- 
id by Mr, A. J. R, Moss is, in 
fact, so rare that we were 
rather inclined to dismiss the 
affair lightly and treat it as 
4 temperamental outburst in 
reaction to the shocking air 
disaster which was the pe- 
rasion for the visit of the Press 
to the island, We should, in- 
deed, have said no more about 
it in this newspaper but for in- 
farmation that subsequently 
Mr. Moss took further steps 
which resulted in disciplinary 
action avainst one or more 
police officers, 

If true, this appears to us 
to be even more vexing than 
the original incident, which 
amounte a totally unwar- 
ranted interference with the 
Press who were carrying out 
their duly, We are aware, of 
course, that Mr. Moss is the 
Director of Civil Aviation and 
has a heavy responsibility in 
the event of an air crash, We 
fail to see, however, that this 
confers any authority to 
dictate whether or under what 
circumstances any person, 
Press or otherwise, may pro- 
ceed to any island within the 
waters of the Colony and land. 

Further, we fail*to see how 
that confers. the slightest 
authority to question the 
action af a police officer ‘who 
accepts the validity of a re- 
putable journalist's Press pass 
and the responsibility for per- 
mitting him to proceed aboard 
Ja police launch. 

We cannot concede as reu- 
sonuble that Mr. Moss’s own 
responsibilities entitle him to 
adopt a spirit-of resentment 
because the Director of 
Marine has authorised a pri- 
vately engaged launch to pro- 
ceed on a short journey out- 
side the harbour limits. In 
fact, we suggest that Mr. Moss 
went well beyond the bounds 
ut his proper authority, and in 
a manner demanding much 
patience to prevent the affair 
becoming regrettably damag- 
ing to the relations between 
Press and public servants 
which have been, by and 
large, excellent.

To my mind, tl:e test of a good thril- 
ler is the reader’s inability to put the 
book down at certain. crucial points 
in the story. I had no difficulty in 
laying Mr. Hammond’s book down at 
any poin:, yet the plot was well-con- 
ceived, and ‘conformed to the approved 
fo. mula for creating a macabre atmos- 
phere—even to the midnight exhum- 
ation of a ba‘tered corpse in a moonlit 
churchyard. The story, of a mining en- 
ginzer who found evidence of valuable 
mineral deposits beneath the blue ice 
of the Jokulen glacier in central Nor- 
-way, is sufficiently credibl2. So in 
istelf, is the chase which develops be- 
tween the mineralogist and the re 
presentatives of rival industrial con- 
cerns who are trying to track down 
his secret. The trouble is, I think, that 
Mr. Innes knows his Norwegian back- 
ground rather too well, and in striv- 
ing to give authenticity to the story, 
succes only in slowing up the plot. 
During tha man-hunt which _ brings 


the tale’ to what should have been a- 


thrilling climax, the chase is virtually 
suspended for minutes at a time by 
the authors long, and no doubt ex- 
cellent, descriptions of the surround- 
ing scenery. Shom of. its guide-book 
. atmosphere. “The Blue Ice” would be 
-a good, fast-moving thriller 
more than average entertainment.

Parboiling treatment of rice before 
milling and tts effect on the vitamin 
content have been the subject of ex- 
tensive experiments by Dr. J.J.C. Hin- 
ton of tha Reszarch Association of 
British Flour Millers at St.” Albans. 


Hinton’s account of his investigation 
is published in the current issue of the 
science periodical “Nature”. He points 
out that treatment of unhulled rice 
with hot water and steam and con- 
version processes results in a higher 
content of vitamin Bl. The object of 
his experiments has be2n to determine 
how treatments of this nature affect 
the retention and redistribution of 
vitamins.in rice after milling. Further 
experiments were designed te show 
to what extent the germ was retainec 
in the cereal after milling following 
parboiling. 


The experiments confirm that par- 
boiling and conversion do lead to the 
redistribution of vitamin Bl ia the 
grain with the result that the endos- 
perm is considerably enriched. Fur- 
thermore, there is an indication ‘that 
simple steeping in hot water alone 
results in some enrichment of the 
endosperm though it seems probable 
that muximum redistribution depends 
on water condensing or being other- 
wise present on the surface of the 
grain and entering into the gelatin{s- 
ing endosperm.

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Streptom ycin Not 


A Cure But 


The report of a.Committee appointed 
by Britain's Medical Research Council, 
shows that streptomycin can be of 
great value in acute and especially in 
early tuberculosis cases, before cavities 
form in the lungs. Dr. Marc Daniels, 
aulhur of the report, emphasises that 
the new treatment is not a “cure” for 
tuberculcsis, as no patient in this trial 
hes been freed of the infection, nor 
does it render other treatments obso- 
lee: it is a welcume addition to the 
weapens mankind has against this dis- 
ease. 


A trial, carried out in seven British 
hospitals, has been a controlled one in 
which the progress of treated cases can 
be compared with that of similar un- 
treated “controls.” A similar control- 
led trial was adopted in Britain some 
years ago wh2n gold treatment of 
tuberculosis proved unsuccessful. The 
present trial was restricted tu patients 
aged 15-30 years with acule progres- 
sive tuberculosis of bo’h lungs. Some

1947 when the trial started. Of these,

G0G AND 
MACGOG 


By R.G. Weetlock 


James Bridie. tha:  redoubtatie 
dramatist whom Professur Allard. 
in his “History of B 
Drama” describod as next to Bern. 
Shaw “the most fecund and greatest 
of all living British playwrights” has 
again set London talking with the 
latest example of his muse, “Gog and 
Macgog” produced last week at the 
Arts Theatre. 

Gog and Magog occur several times 
in the scriptures and are- also names 
given to the famous figures of giant 
in the London Guildhall; but Mr. 
Bridie disclaims any such associations 
and places his play unmistakably in 
Scotland by altering Magog into 
Macgog. 

The play is typical Bridie: a fan- 
tastic farrago of talk and argument 
perp3tually spiced with wit and 
shrewd humoruus touches of the Scot- 
tish character. The action takes place 
in a village public house and tells 
how a London journalist gives, as a 
joke, a dinner in. honour of .Harry 
Macgog, a vagabond poet who is half 
mad and wholly entertaining. 

The play is really a riot of impish 
fantasy and as such has had a very 
mixed reception. Some critics and 
playgoers have simply taken the thing 
as an exub2rant jest and_ thoroughly 
enjoyed themselves; others have rather 
solamnly, regretted that a man of 
Bridiz's brilliant intellect should waste 
himself on trivial themes. Englishmen 
will always tell you that Scotsmen 
cannot see a joke and it is, therefore, 
an ironical turning of the tables that 
when a Scotsman makes a joke it is 
the Englishman who do not see it. 

Bridie is 60 years of age and in 
private life is a physician and surgeon 
practising in Glasgow. His ast 
nown plays are “Tobias and The 
Angel” and “Jonah and The Whale”: 
but an early play of his “The An- 
atomist”, d2aling with the Burke and 
in Edinburgh at the 


present having a successful revival 


at Westminster Theatre.

whereas most English novelists. in their 
gentlemanly and ood-humoured way. 
are concerned with half-shades and 
fumbling approximations — with the 
unpleasant -and -awfully-tire-some-but- 
not-us-b74-as-all-that and the I[-mean- 
to-say-let’s-face-it-realiy-rather loveable. 

None of his 


chiracters is entirely 


bad: none is completely good. But all - 


are the poss2ssors of immortal souls: 
and each sout is the battlecrounc of 
mysterious and gigantic forces.

A ployer shall be penalised if 
he intentionally:— 


(a) Kicks, strikes, ATTEMPTS 
TO KICK OR STRIKE, or Jumps 
at an opponent. . 

{b) Trips, Including throwing 
or ottempting..to throw an op- 
ponent by use of the legs, or by 
stooping in front of or behind 
him, 

(c) Handlen the ball, hen cay= 
ries, strikes or propels it with the 
hand or arm." (This does not 
opply to the goalkeeper within 
his own penalty area.)
